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BOY'S DEATH LAID 
TOGROSS NEGLECT | 
AT GITY HOSPITAL 


Dr. Orlando G. Gibson Tells 
House Committee That 
Edward Begley, 5 Years 
Old, Went Many Days 
Without Treatment of Ver- 
min-Infested Burns. 


REMOVAL TOO LATE 
TO .SAVE HIS LIFE 


Mother, Mrs. Patrick Begley, 
Says Lack of Attention 
Was Admitted by Physi- 
cian and That She Ordered 
That He Be Taken Away. 


Gross neglect of 65-year-old Edward 
Begley in the city hospital, while he 
was suffering from burns, was directly 
responsible for his death, according to 
the testimony of Dr. Onando G. Gib- 
eon of 5147 Vernon avenue before the 
Special Investigating Committee of the 
House of Delegates in session at the 

city hall Wednesday. 

' The testimony of Dr. Gibson came al- 
most simultaneously with the com- 
plaints of two women, patients at the 
female hospital, who told Post-Dispatch 
reporters Wednesday that they had been 
mistreated there. One of the women 
pafa that her leg had been broken 
through careless handling and the other 
complained of being aL naam with wet 
blankets. 

Dr. Gibson declared viet the child's 
wounds showed evidence of not having 
been dressed for many days, and that 
flies had been permitted to infest the 
wounds and deposit their eggs, so that 
vermin hatched under the bandages. 

Members of the investigating commit- 

tee were shocked by the revelations of 
Dr. Gibson. The Begley boy was 
burned July:17, and died Aug. 5, shortly 
after his mother, Mrs. Patrick Begley, 
had him removed from the hospital 
because | he was neglected. 
Bo “T was called to treat the child 
after his mother had:taken him wut 
of the city hospital,” Dr. Gibson tes- 
tified. 
burn. His mother told me the hospital 
physicians had reported to her thut 
he was not badly burned, but I found 
the wounds to be very deep. 

“The wounds appeared not to have 
been dressed for many days, ‘The 
packing had slipped from under the 
bandages and the hardened cloth 
was sticking to the flesh, 

“The evidence of lack of proper treat- 
ment was so apparent that I could 
scarcely believe it.'’ 

Mrs. Patrick Begley, mother of the 
boy, broke down while she was on the 
witness stand. She testified that Ed- 
ward was burned, July 17, while play- 
ing with matches, and that on the ad- 
vice of a neighborhood physician she 
sent him to the hospital. 

“The condition of the child was ter- 
rite, and there can be no excuse for 
its having had such treatment. 

“If the boy had been properly 
. treated there is Httle doubt that it 
would have recovered, I have been in- 
formed that the wounds were not 
dressed for nine days. They should | 
have been dressed every day. 

Says Neglect Was Admitted. 

“T“went with him to the hospital,” she 
testified. “‘The doctors told me he was 
not badly burned. I went to’ see him 
every day. He seemed to get no bet- 
ter, although the doctors insisted that 
he was. I noticed on the eleventh day 
that there was an odor from the 
wounds. When I confronted Dr. Rohl- 
fing he admitted to me that he had 
been sick, and that my boy had not 
‘been properly cared for during his ab- 
sence. 


“When I went to the hospital it was 
raining. The, vyindows around the beds 
of all other patients were closed, but 
the window at my boy’s bed stood open, 
with the draft blowing on him. He 
told me he was so cold he was freez- 
ing and asked me to close the windew. 

“I took him home and called Dr. Gib- 
son to give him proper treatment. The 
doctor found that he had been so im-

Dunlap, asso- 
ciate chief of his bureau, and Solicitor 
McCabe of the department repeatedly 
voted him down in the Food and Drug 
Inspection Board, of which Wiley 
was @ member. 


Charged with having made an illegal 
contract for the expert services of Dr. 
H. H. Rusby of New York, Dr. 
appeared before the committee. 


Not Notified of Meeting. 
Dr. Wiley told of a meeting of the 


board of which he was not notified, but 
at which McCabe and Dunlap took im- 
portant action. He said he found it 
useless to appeal to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and under the circum- 
stances he considered Dr. Dunlap his su- 
perior officer. He declared the charges 
regarding the Rusby contract were 
| based ona “fétter—from- Rusby~-never 
actually sent to him, and an important 
part of which has never been made 
public by the personnel board. 

He said he did not know what charges 
had been made against him when he 
was called before the department's per- 
fsonnel, of whose report his first inti- 
mation was the invitation to resign. 

“Did you enter into any contract with 
Dr. Rusby, whereby he was to work a 
certain number of days?’’ asked Repre- 
sentative Floyd. 

“T did not.’ 

He explained that the pure. food law 

authorized his bureau to investigate all 
foods to decide whether they were mis- 
branded or adulterated.

The 106 witnesses were only a frac- 
tion of the crowd which went from St. 
Charles to Clayton on special cars to 
attend the hearing. In the courtroom 
the women, many of them smartly 
dressed, nodded emphatic assent as wit- 
nesses told of being made ‘“‘seasick"’ by 
the smell] blown across the Missouri 
River by every south breeze. 


The court had granted the company 
until March 27 to put its plant in order, 
and much of the questioning was ag to 
whether there had been any improve- 
ment since that time.

The reason for the separation is not 
definitely known. In her allegations tn 
the divorcee suit Mrs. Leighton charges 
her husband with desertion.

After leaving Elkhart, Atwood fol- 
lowed the Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern Railroad. He sped eastward at an 
altitude of 300 feet and went 42 miles the 
first hour. 

Speeds Up to 60 Miles an Hour. 

When he reached Kendaliville, Ind., 
he rose to an altitude of 900 feet and in- 
creased his speed to 60 miles an hour, 
which was maintained for a long 
strétch. At Corunna, Ind., he dropped 


to 200 feet, but continued his speed, am, 


the alr currents were favorable. 

A large crowd greeted him at every 
city along the route. 

He attained the highest speed in cross- 
ing the Indiana State line, between But- 
ler, Ind., and Mina, O., when he traveled 
nine miles in six minutes. Atwood did 
not appear fatigued when he reached 
Pettisville. He filled his gasoline tank 
and rested. 

‘A delegation from Wauseon, O., came 
here in an automobile and took Atwood 
to that town for luncheon. He will 
return here to resume his flight. 

Atwood left Elkhart without a passen- 
ger, béelng compelled to abandon his in- 
tention of carrying one on account of 
poor conditions for starting. One min- 
ute after he had left the ground the air- 
man had risen to a height of 300 feet and 
after circling twice around the driving 
park he picked out a point above the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Rail- 
way tracks and started due east, 

Atr All tn His Favor. 

‘The air is fine and if it Keeps up this 
Way all day I may break a speed rec- 
ord,”” said Atwood, as he climbed into 
his machine at Elkhart. He said he 
hoped to reach Toledo before 1 o'clock. 

With the white wings giimmering in 
the bright sun, Atwood’s machine for 
minutes was visible from his starting 
point. 

Great crowds, including mafiy farmers, 
who had come in automobiles, turned 
out and watched the aviator until he 
disappeared. 

Only 21 minutes behind the schedule of 
the fastest .rain in the United States, 
which runs from Chicago to Elkhart 
in an hour and 5 minutes, Aviator At- 
wood flew into Elkhart at 5:47 © clock 
yesterday evening.

There was a good 
crowd of spectators, and the aviator 
supposed this was the throng that 
had gathered to witness his landing.

In a few 
minutes autos and motor cycles began to 
arrive at the ball park and Atwood’s 
manager leaped from the first machine 
and explained the aviator’s mistake.

Killing of Johnstone and Badger 
Causes No Change in Chicago 


Program. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—Although two 
aviators met death at the Inter- 
national meet’ here yesterday, the 
fiying was continued today without 
change of proggam. William R. Bad- 
ger of Pittsburg and St. Croix John- 
stone of Chicago were the two young 
men who died while a score of their 
fellows were curving through the 
air about them, P 

Death in both cases was due to un- 
explained accidents, probably the re- 
Sults of unsuspected defects in the 
mechanism of the machings, and was 
in no way caused by ygarelessness nor 
lack of responsibility of the drivers. 

Badger, a wealthy youth, careened 
to his death ib a pit in the aviation 
field.

Miss MyrMe Parks Asserts That a 
Nurse Gave a Pill Intended 
for Another to Her. 


SAYS IT* SALIVATED HER 


Declares Woman Who Handled 
Cancer Patients’ Sheets Served 
Milk to Patients. 


Two women who pave been patienfs at 
the female hospital,one of whom is still 
@ patient there, complained to Post- 
Dispatch reporters Wednesday of the 
treatment they received in that insti- 


tution. Their complaints were prompted 
by the investigation that is being made 
of the city institutions by the Special 
Investigating Committee of the House 
of Delegates. 
Miss Myrtle Parks of 4132A Easton 
avenue said that while she was at the 
female hospital rfurses slapped her with 
wet blankets, caused her unnecessary 
pain by rough handling and threatened 
to “put her to sicep” if she reported 
them to the physicians in charge. 
Miss Rose Cohen o*% East St. Louis, 
who is now a patient at the hospital, 
said that the nurses broke her leg in 
moving her, but that their treatment of 
her has been better since. 

Says Nurse Was Gruff, 
“IT went to the female hospital to 
have an operation performed six weeks 
ago,’’ said Miss Parks. ‘‘An injection of 
cocaine tn my back which they gave 
me to deaden the pain, paralyzed both 
my legs. After one of them had re- 
covered, I was sitting on my cot with 
the other one propped up on a pillow, 
when a nurse came along and asked me 
what was the matter. 
‘‘T told her that my ieg was paralyzed. 
She took hold of it and threw it across 
the other leg, causing me such pain 
that I screamed. Dr. Brooks heard me, 
and came to investigate. When he heard 
my story he scolded the nurse. 
“One night shortly after the opera- 
tion had been performed I was lying 
in bed almost too weak to move. The 
doctor had left orders that no medi- 
cine was to be given to me that night. 
About 2 o’clock in the morning a nurse 
came along, and with a =-ruff, ‘Here, 
t.ke this,’ she shoved a pill into uiy 
mouth. I swallovy. :d it. being too weak 
to protest. 

Intended for Another, 

“The pill was intended for another 
patient. It salivated my mouth, loos- 
ened all my teeth, and” blistered my 
throat and tongue, They had to ‘ +d 
me on buttermilk for eight. days after 
that. 

‘“‘Whenever we complained about their 
treatment they would threaten to ‘put 
us to sleep,” which is the nurses’ ex- 
pression for administering chloroform. 
Another thing they did wag to slap us 
with wet blankets. 

“They have an old woman at the hos- 
pital. who was once a patient and who 
works -as an assistant for her board. 
She..wofks in’ the cancer ward and 
washés about forty sheets every day 
used by cancer patients. Then she waits 
on the other patients, giving them their 
milk and water. 

“Dr. Brooks would @o anything for 
the patients, but the nurses were care- 
ful that their actions did not get to his 
ears.

HAVANA, Aug. 16.—Miguel Gomez, 
a son of President Gomez, and Con- 
gressman Armando Andres, editor of 
El Dia, an anti-administration news- 
paper, the principals in last night’s 
impromptu pistol duel, were arrest: 
ed early today. 

The exchange of bullets took place 
at the Cafe Cosmopolitan, adjoining 
the Hotel Inglaterra, the most fash- 
ionable section of the city. Andres 
-was at supper when the young man 
alighted from a palace coach and en- 
tered the cafe. Both men emptigd 
their revolvers, but neither the prin- 
cipals nor spectators were wounded, 

Gomez appeared frightened when 
taken to the police station and at 
first attempted to deny his identity. 
Then he declared that he had no 
recollection of the shooting. Finally 
he broke down and, weeping, con- 
fessed, according te the police, that 
he had attempted to assassinate An- 
dres in revenge for the latter's edij- 
torlal attacks on his father and 


himeelf. 
Andres is a bitter opponent politi- 


cally of President Gomez and recently 
established the El Dia, which has 
since conducted an energetic cam- 
paign against the administration, and 
also assailed personally the integ- 
rity of the chief executive. The paper 
has also made some slighting remarks 
concerning young Gomez, who recent. 
ly returned from London, where he 
was sent as special attache to the 
Cuban legation at the coronation of 
King George. Recently the. state- 
ment had been freely made that Mig- 
uel Gomez went heavily armed, and 
that the editor’s life was in danger.

They have kept labor happier, healthier and 
more regularly and generally employed. 

They have more generally distributed prof- 
its among the people, 

Seen through the magic glass used by Perkins 
the Steel Trust, it would seem, has for its chief 
business the making of happy workmen, with 
steel billets as a side line.. Perkins has been 
preaching this gospel for many weeks. Profit 
sharing is his pet theme; to turn out happy and 
contented workingmen a life purpose so serious 
that he has already severed some business con- 
nections and intends to sever the remainder. 

Unfortunately the Department of Commerce 
and Labor intervened with some cold facts and 
figures about labor conditions as produced by 
Steel Trust and Perkins altruism. It is a sad 
blow to the success of the Perkins mission. In- 
stead of raising wages, we learn they have been 
lowered in fact if not 1n figures. Hours of labdr 
have been increased in some cases 60 per cent 
so that one-quarter of all Steel Trust employes 
work 12 hours a;day and seven days a week. 

Instead of making labor happier, healthier and 
more regularly employed, the Steel Trust has 
destroyed organization, maintained a spy system 
and a black list, played non-English speaking 
foreigners against Americans and bulldozed and 
coerced all its employes politically and otherwise.

The New Motor Vehicle Law. 
To the Editor%f the Post-Dispatch, 

Your esteemed, journal of the 18th inst., refer- 
ring to the new motor vehicle law and motor 
cycles, says that the law does not “specifically” 
require owners of motor cycles to take out licenses 
as owners of motor vehicles are required to do. 
I beg to submit to your readers that the law Is as 
“specific” in its reference to motor cycles as it is to 
any other form of motor vehicle. The act does not 
contain the worg “motor cycle.” Neither does it 
contain the word. “automobile.” No one, how- 
ever, is alleging that the act does not apply to 
automobiles, There is as much reason, however, 
for saying a license is not required for an auto- 
mobile as to allege one is not required for a motor 
cycle. é' 

Section 3 of the act says: “The term ‘motor 
vehicle’ * * ® ghall include all vehicles pro- 
pelled by any power other than muscular power,” 
etc. 

Section 4 provides that “Every owner of a mo- 
tor vehicle which shall be operated upon the pub- 
lic highways of this State shall * * * cause 
to be filled * * * a verified application for reg- 
istration,” ete. 

Both a motor cycle and‘an automobile are “mo- 
tor vehicles propelled by power other than mus- 
cular power,” ang to except one from the pro- 
visions of the law would be as reasonable as to ex- 
cept the other. The law makes no, classification 
of motor vehicles by the number of wheels on 
which they are propelled. There is no law for 
oxcepting motor vehicles with two wheels—no 
more than for making an exception of motor ve 
hicles with three or four wheels,

LEADS INDIANS IN 
29,000,000 SUIT 


Mrs. Susan Saunders, Prospective 
Plaintiff Against Government, 
Is Three-Quarter Cherokee. 


By Associated Press. 

MUSKOGEE, Ok., Aug. 16.—Rallying 
for a final stand, the full-blood Chero- 
kee Indians are preparing to sue the 
United States Government for $25,000,000, 
which, the Cherokees say, is due them 
for property rights and money dissipat- 
ed by the Government and paid to whites 
ana negroes who were not Cherokees in 
the last hundred years. 

The leader of the movement is Mrs. 
Susan‘ Saunders of St. Louis, a three- 
quarter blood Cherokee, 66 years old.and 
blind. 

in the suit the majority of the progres- 
sive Cherokees take no part, being con- 
vinced that the suit will be in vain. In 
the main the suit is for land in the 
Cherokee Nation which has been allotted 
to negroes known as freedmen and to 
whites who have married into the tribe. 

There are 4600 negroes who have been 
given allotments in the Cherokee Na- 
tion. 

The Cherokees always have been op- 
posed to giving any land to the negroes. 
There are several hundred white men 
and women who married into the tribe 
with the formal sanction of the tribal 
government and under certain regula- 
tians, who were also given allotments. 
Five thousand intermarried whites made 
application to get on the Cherokee rolls 
for allotments, but were refused by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
When the Cherokees came to the In- 
dian Territory from Georgia in 1833-36, 
they brought many negro slaves with 
them.

He testified that ballots which had 
duplicate and triplicate numbers, and 
others which had no number, initial or 
name on them, were counted as follows: 
For Brown, 631; for Bantt, 369; for Ken- 
nish, 637; for Timmonds, 366; for Evans, 
641; for Gass, 367. 

Vote\on Amendment. 

If all these ballots were thrown out, 
Beedle testified, the result of the elec- 
tion would not be changed. 

Beedle also testified that 88 more votes 
were cast for candidates than for the 
‘Tenth Amendment, excluding rejected 
ballots for both. The contestants claim 
that these figures show that the abnor- 
mal St. Louls figures were ngt due en- 
tirely to the intense interest in the 
amendment.

Efforts Are Being Made to Bring 
the Workers and Companies 
to an Agreement. 


LIVERPOOL RIOT FATAL 


Government Likely to Take a 
Hand if Men Refuse to Run

LONDON, Aug. 16.—There was little, 
if any, abatement today of the strike 
fever that has spread through Great 
Britain. At some points, such as Lon- 
don docks, conditions continued to im- 
prove, but this was offset by outbreaks 
elsewhere. 

With the exception of Liverpool, where 
there was rioting nearly all night, the 
men generally are orderly, and beyond 
picketing and peaceably inducing men 
to join the union, did not interfere with 
those desiring to work. 

The fighting at Liverpool last night 
which resulted in the death of two riot- 
ers, who were shot by hussars in de- 
fending five prison vans occupied by 
riot prisoners whom the mob attempted 
unsuccessfully to release, has tended to

Goods Are Moved, 

Today teams were busy removing 
goods from the railway stations tv 
business houses, They were unmo- 
lested. Along the docks, however. 
work was at a standstill and the men 
showed an ugly spirit. Rioting con- 
tinued at the Mersey Port. Men at 
ether ports. refused to discharge 
steamers -diverted from Liverpool ‘to 
Glasgow, for example, which had just 
disposed of a street railway strike 
and now has a dock strike as a result 
of the men declining to.remove aj _ 
eargo of fruit from a steamer sent 
from the Mersey. 

Another ominous sign was the 
choice by the headers of the railway 
workers of Liverpool'as the city from 
which to direct the general strike on 
the railways which was declared last 
night by the executives of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Railway Servants, 
the Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen and the General Railway 
Workers’ Union, to become effective 
within 24 hours unless in the interim 
the companies express a willingness 
to negotiate for’ a settlement of 
grievances, 

Heretofore the railway strikes have 
been managed usually from London or 
some central point in the north. The 
threat to tie up all the railway lines in 
the United Kingdom caused more un- 
easiness than all the other strike move- 
ments combined, for if the effort was 
successful it would completely cut off 
the food supplies from the greater part 
of the country. 

Government Active. 

Tne Government has exerted every in- 
fluence to avert such a calamity. 

This forenoon Sydney Buxton, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, conferred 
with the managers of all the railroad 
lines, and in the afternoon met the lead- 
ers of the employes in the hope of 
bringing about a jotnt conference. 

The managers had insisted on adher- 
ing to the system of conciliation boards 
with which the men are dissatisfied. An 
arrangement, through which the boards 
would deal more expeditiously with the 
grievances of the workers, might lead. 
to a settlement, it was thought, and the 
members of the Board of Trade worked 
along that line. 

Should the railway strike take place 
the managers hope to maintain a par- 
tial service on‘all lines. For months 
they have been preparing for the 
strike. They have already made up 
time tables for a curtailed service, 
which will be run by nonunion men, 
which compose about three-fourths 
of the workers. The union has about 
170,000 members. 

The residents of many of the poorer 
districts are suffering from prolonged 
idleness, and in some sections of Lon- 
don and the other large cities, where 
the husbands and wives equally con- 
tribute to the support of the’- homes, 
both are on strike and dependent on 
charity for food, 

‘Nothing to Transport. 

The trade of Manchester has been 
completely dislocated. by the strike 
in the transport service. Today the 
signal men joined the strikers, pre- 
venting the movement of trains, so 
even if the teamsters were at work, 
there would be nothing for them to 
transport. The striking freight han- 
diers at Birmingham returned to work : 
today. . , : 
There appears to be no danger of a 
resumption of the dock strike at Lon- 
‘aon. The men are slowly returning to 
their places and it is expected that nor- 
mal conditions will prevail tomorrow.
